caricd it from Obededonhis houſe 
to the Citie , androhis palace ;& 
this did he with ſuch reioycing, 
both of his owne part;zand of al - 
the people, that iris a wonderful 


'matterto conſider the great fole- 


nitle 
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nitie 'which the Scripture tel- 
leth to: have bene celebrated 
that daye , in ſo great a mul- 
titude of ſacrifices as were offred, 
ſuch vatictie off muſical inſtru- 
ments as wete plaied vpon, ſnch 
ſtore of Canticles , himnes , and 
divine praiſes, as were there ſoun- 
ded forth, yea, and king Dauid 
him-ſelfe did fing , play, addaun- 
ce ( being araied with newe robes 
made for the ſame purpoſe) 
through the great feruour and de- 
uorion which he felt inwardlyc in 
him-ſclfe. Yer for al this was the 
feſtiual and ſolemne daye that his 
ſonne 4 Salomon made farr gre- 
ater , when he. caried the ſame 
Arke into the famous Temple 


which he had erected for it. 


Theſe two ſ{olemne feſtiual daics 
that werethus celebrated in'the 
honour of that holy material Ark, 
doo foreſhew in figure the farre 
more ſolemn; feſtinal dates thar 
were 
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werecelebrated inthe honour: of 
the miſtical Arke, that is to ſaye, 
of the moſt ſacred virgin-mo- 
ther , which was 'a farre more 
woorthy/and more'pretious Arke 
then th'orher ( albeit it were of 
ſouucrain fanctitic and' woorthy 
of great woorſhip )for thar a farr
